AGAWAM - Mayor Richard A. Cohen and 
the city council not only voted last month to 
approve the school department’s $73.3 mil- 
lion budget for fiscal year 2012 (which be- 
gan July 1), but also proposed to make an 
additional $250,000 available to the school 
department to restore impending teacher and 
paraprofessional layofts. 

The unexpected funding came at the end

of a budget process that was at times heated 
and controversial in the last few months. 

Facing 31.8 cuts and non-replaced posi- 
tions district-wide, city councilors voted in 
June to take $250,000 out of the town’s re- 
serve account and put it back into the school 
department budget. 

The supplemental budget proposal calls 
for these monies to be used to reinstate three 
teachers, five paraprofessionals, two secre- 
taries, and a school resource officer. 

Specifically, the funds are scheduled to 


be used to restore one grade | teacher at 
the Clifford M. Granger School ($42,660), 
which will reduce grade 1 class sizes from 
26 to 17; one teacher ($41,286) and one para- 
professional ($20,023) for the kindergarten 
classes at Robinson Park School, which will 
reduce kindergarten class sizes from 25 to 
19; and one teacher ($40,521) and one para- 
professional ($19,140) for the kindergarten 
classes at the Benjamin J. Phelps School, 
which will reduce kindergarten class sizes 
from 24 to 18.

Giraffes spotted at Meadowbrook Manor

gawam resident Diane Mallory’s 
A Mesos Manor home has a 

garden in full bloom with hostas, 
begonias, two types of lilies, lavender, gay 
feather ... and giraffes. 

“My neighbors love to visit the garden. 
Everybody compliments how nice it looks, 
but I think the other gardens here are just as 
nice,” said Mallory. 

The Mexican pottery giraffes were bought 
at Westfield Home and Garden on Route 20. 
Mallory purchased the first one in May but 
did not bring the other home until July. 

“The tall one is male, Jimmy, and the 
short, laying down one with long eyelashes 1s 
female, Jeri,’ explained Mallory. “Everyone 
wonders when the little ones are coming, so 
we tell them not to expect any just yet.” 

The long-time Agawam resident is an avid 
collector of anything relating to giraffes. She 
first fell in love with them 30 years ago when 
she saw one at a New Hampshire zoo. 

“My friends would tease that I liked them 
because I’m tall and thin and have long legs 
but I just thought they were so beautiful,’ 
said Mallory. 

Her herd of collectibles originated with the 
gift of one small toy. Soon, friends and family 
began buying Mallory presents with giraffe 


themes. From a curio cabinet and shelves 
filled with figurines to pieces of clothing, 
towels, kitchenware, and jewelry, it is diffi- 
cult for Mallory to estimate how many giraffe 
items she has acquired over the years.

“What do you count? Even the mouse pad 
at my computer is giraffe print. If I started 
counting what I could see, it’d be at least 
300,” said Mallory, owner of giraffe iced tea 
stirrers. “I never anticipated that friends and 
family would start buying me giraffes. My 
apartment is like a giraffe museum!” 

Mallory, who has lived in Agawam all 
her life, worked as a bookkeeper and office 
assistant for 19 years before having to take 
early retirement over eight years ago due to 
the swift progression of multiple sclerosis. 

“T was extremely fortunate. I put my ap- 
plication in and this apartment was offered 
to me within two months. Not only is it a 
first floor apartment, but it’s also a handicap 
apartment,’ said Mallory, who moved to the 
housing complex eight years ago at age 46 
when stairs became too much for her. 

While she won’t consider herself to have 
the greenest thumb, Mallory has always had 
a small vegetable or flower garden of some 
sort and considers gardening a favorite hob- 
by. With the help of her 82 year-old father 
and neighbors, she tends a garden each year 
from her motorized wheelchair. She uses a 
long-handled hoe to weed and trim. 

“Some of us aren’t physically able to do 
the gardening anymore but we help each 
other. We get hanging plants, just to perk 
it up, or keep all the flower boxes and gar-

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DCR 
re-opens 
Robinson 

State Park 


AGAWAM — The Department of 
Conservation and Recreation (DCR) 
re-opened Robinson State Park in Aga- 
wam on Sunday, July 24. The park had 
been closed since June | as a result of 
the tornado event that happened in the 
Springfield area. The tornado damage at 
the park was estimated at approximately 
25 acres. The damage affected the day 
use of roads, trails and the power lines 
that run through the park. 

“We’re excited to have Robinson 
State Park reopen for the public,” said 
Commissioner Ed Lambert. “There is 
plenty of summer left to be had and 
we re looking forward to the spectacu- 
lar fall foliage in Agawam.” 

DCR contracted with Mayer Tree 
Service to clear all park areas that pre- 
sented hazards to the general public. 
Work began July 19 and was completed 
July 23. Seventy-five percent of the es- 
timated $300,000 cost to repair and re- 
move debris is eligible to be reimbursed 
by Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA). 

Visitors to Robinson should take note 
that despite the repairs, storm damage 
remains throughout portions of the for- 
est at Robinson State Park. DCR re- 
quires all visitors to stay on trails, roads 
and day use picnic areas. Continued 
work in the park will be ongoing in the 
coming months. 

Tornadoes and other severe weather 
produced high winds, property damage 
and widespread power outages across 
the Commonwealth on June |. Four 
DCR properties were heavily impacted 
by the storms: Brimfield State Forest, 
Wells State Park, Robinson State Park, 
and the Skinner State Park portion of 
the Mount Holyoke Range State Forest. 

Robinson State Park suffered the loss 
of over 250 downed trees, 400-feet of 
downed power lines and several utility 
poles down and in need of repair. No 
buildings were damaged at Robinson, 
but the park was closed due to the ex- 
tensive damage. 
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Goat Issue goads 
resident, town

AGAWAM -— Alan Griffin, who once ran 
for mayor and has been in a three-year battle 
with the town of Agawam over his right to 
keep goats on his property, has seen one small 
victory come his way recently, but rejected 
the opportunity to savor it at the July 11 Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals (ZBA) meeting. 

There, Griffin, who has often expressed 
displeasure at city council meetings over 
current spending habits, maintains that his 
rights are being violated. 

“T don’t like this and I think what they are 
doing is wrong,’ said Griffin. 

Griffin listened as the ZBA told him he 
could now carry no more than two goats on 
his property. 

In a zoning glitch, the rear section of 
Griffin’s property 1s listed as agriculture and 
conservation, while the front of his property 
is located in a residential district. 

The ZBA also made several stipulations 
in a detailed decision they approved at the 
meeting: 

The goats must be kept on the rear of his 
property located at 104 North St.; manure 
from the goats must be moved and disposed 
every day; manure must be kept at least 20 
feet away from property lines; and offspring 
of the goats must be moved off the property 
within 60 days of weaning. 

Griffin claims an order by the Agawam 
Zoning Board of Appeals forced him to give 
up animals he believes should be qualified 
as service animals, but the Board of Appeals 
recently ruled no discrimination had taken 
place and that Americans with Disabilities 
Act laws do not apply in this case, even 
though both Griffin and his wife Suzanne are 
both legally disabled. 

Suzanne Griffin suffers from a disease 


known as colitis. As a result of her condi- 
tion, her doctor, George Reynolds of Fam- 
ily Medicine in Westfield, recommended she 
consume goat’s milk frequently. 

Alan Griffin said the milk is not readily 
available because it is illegal to distribute in 
Massachusetts and that, in order to get it, he 
has traveled to Vermont in the past. 

“It’s also very expensive,’ said Griffin. 
“Last time I went out to get some it cost me 
about $15 a gallon.” 

Griffin purchased goats in late 2006 in order 
to milk them to save the expense of driving to 
Vermont. Not long after he put the goats on his 
property, a complaint was sent to the town of 
Agawam by a neighbor, who asked for their 
removal. They were reportedly unhappy with 
the smell produced by the goats. 

After a long battle with town officials and 
the Board of Appeals, Griffin was ordered 
to remove the goats. The town had also re- 
ceived permission to remove the goats from 
the property itself, but Griffin removed them 
before the town could do so. 

The goats, which included two adults and 
three offspring, are currently with a family 
friend in Huntington, Griffin said. He said 
the adults did not produce milk until they 
began breeding. 

Paul Cooke, a community access monitor 
and former resident of Agawam, said federal 
law favors the Griffins and the goats should 
be allowed on the property based on the fact 
that the milk they produce is essential to Su- 
zanne Griffin’s health. The goats can be lik- 
ened to service animals like seeing-eye dogs, 
he said. 

Despite his displeasure, Griffin’s attorney 
Frank Saia will recommend he accept the 
compromise offered by the ZBA. The mat- 
ter is scheduled for trial in land court next 
month where Griffin’s appeal of the previous 
decision banning the goats will be heard.

Planning board 


Ordinance to be voted 
by city council

AGAWAM - A proposed outdoor dining ordinance suf- 
fered a setback recently at the hands of the planning board, 
which unanimously voted against recommending the city 
council approve the ordinance. It will be sent back to the 
council for a vote at its next meeting, scheduled for Aug. 1. 

Despite the planning board’s negative response, the ordi- 
nance did previously gain the support of the majority of the 
city council in preliminary meetings held by the zoning and 
ordinance subcommittees. Six different councilors, includ- 
ing the ordinance’s sponsor, Councilor George Bitzas, voted 
to send a positive recommendation to the council. 

Planning board Chairman Travis Ward believed the ordi- 
nance was too loose and would give restaurants in town too 
much leeway to set up outdoor dining in whatever manner 
it pleased. 

“Tt also would not protect the right of residences that are 
abutting these businesses,” Ward said. 

Bitzas’ ordinance would allow outdoor dining by right, 
with no oversight other than the regulations for having the 
outdoor dining facilities. 

Another planning board member, Mark Paleologopoulos, 
disagreed with the ordinance and believed restaurants should 
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rejects outdoor dining proposal 


have to go through a process to gain the right. 

Ward said he wanted outdoor dining to only be allowed by 
special permit through the planning board with oversight on 
how outdoor dining would be set up on a particular piece of 
property. The public hearing process would ensure the pro- 
tection of the abutting residents and make sure restaurants 
have adequate space for outdoor dining. 

A city council vote on the matter has not been taken yet 
because the planning board delayed its hearing due to the 
lack of a quorum at the meeting scheduled in late June. 

The Planning Board’s negative reaction came despite the 
fact that no members of the public spoke against the ordi- 
nance. 

Bitzas said he is seeking to get the ordinance passed in or- 
der to add another positive element to restaurants in Agawam 
during a difficult economy. He already knows of at least one 
business that would be interested in pursuing outdoor dining 
and several others may be as well, he said. 

Right now, a number of smaller restaurants, including 911 
Burgers and Dogs and Twisty’s, allow consumption of food 
and drink outside of their facility. Both locations have picnic 
tables available for patrons, but service of food and drink 
actually occurs inside the facility. 

If passed, the new ordinance would allow outdoor food 
service by waitresses for customers that sit at tables outside. 
Several surrounding towns do allow outside service, includ- 
ing Enfield, Conn. 

The Zoning Committee met on the subject on June 16 and 
sent a 3-0 to send a positive recommendation to the full city 
council to pass the ordinance. 
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At the meeting, Bitzas, who is a member of that commit- 
tee, said the proposal was brought up last year during the 
summer and was put on the back burner for several reasons. 
As more restaurants have come forward expressing interest, 
he decided he wanted to see it get passed. 

Current zoning regulations do not allow for outdoor ser- 
vice by restaurants. Councilors Jill Simpson and Robert 
Rossi cast favorable votes. 

On the same day, the Ordinance Committee, which in- 
cludes Councilors Robert Magovern, James Cichetti, and 
Gina Letellier met on the matter and voted in favor of rec- 
ommending the ordinance. 

The proposal states that outdoor dining must cease by 11 
p.m. 

The city council will take up the matter at its next meet- 
ing scheduled for Monday, Aug. | at 7 p.m. at the Roberta 
Doering School.

AGAWAM — Although the bear popula- 
tion in Western Mass. has been steadily in- 
creasing over the years, local authorities said 
there have been no major problems in resi- 
dential areas lately. Still, residents should be 
aware of the fact that the animals are around 
and take necessary precaution. 

According to Agawam Animal Control 
Officer Allison Strong, from Jan. | to now, 
the police department has logged 16 calls 
for bear complaints. Generally, when the 
department is made aware of a bear on the 
prowl, they monitor the situation for safety 
concerns, she said. 

“We haven’t had any issues in town,” 
Strong said. “The bears are so very scared 
of us, which is excellent news. Usually, they 
are just passing through or they’ II sit and eat 
berries from someone’s yard [but] they’re 
not generally aggressive.” 

The Massachusetts Department of Fisher- 
ies and Wildlife website (http://www.mass. 
gov/dfwele/dfw/) provides information on 
an array of wild animals living within the 
Commonwealth. There, residents can find 
information on what to do if a bear is en- 
countered, how to prevent conflicts with 
bears, protection of livestock or domestic 
animals, and more. 

According to “Co-Existing with Black 
Bears in Massachusetts,” a set of guidelines 
for the prevention and management of bear 
damage compiled by Sandra A. Robinson 
and James A. Parkhurst, Ph.D, Department 
of Forestry and Wildlife Management at 
University of Massachusetts Amherst, black 
bears are the only bear species found in the 
eastern United States. 

They are large-bodied animals with a 
small, narrow head, powerful limbs and 
small ears. Adult females weigh 100-180 
pounds whereas adult males can weigh 
150-300 pounds, according to the descrip- 
tion given in the guidelines. Black bears 
have five toes, each with a well-developed 
claw, on both front and hind paws and teeth 
adapted for feeding on both plants and ani- 
mal matter. 

In addition, they have good eyesight and 
hearing and have an extraordinary sense of 
smell, which is used to locate food and rec- 
ognize potential danger. 

“Bears have a very developed olfactory 
system,” said Ralph Taylor, district manager 
for Connecticut Valley Wildlife District. 

They are also excellent climbers and com- 
monly use trees for resting, to escape cover, 
and to protect their cubs. 

In general, bears are active in the daytime 
during the spring and fall, but are more ac- 
tive at dawn and dusk in the summer. 


Bears and food 

As omnivores, bears eat both vegetation 
and flesh, though much of their diet con- 
sists of vegetative matter. In the springtime, 
they consume lush emergent vegetation like 
skunk cabbage and will search for leftover 
nuts in hardwood areas. During the summer, 
they prefer emerging berry crops. Cornfields 
and oak, beech and hickory stands are fa- 
vored in the fall. They also eat grubs and 
insects, feed on carrion (dead animals), and 
occasionally prey on young deer. 

In addition to cornfields, bears are known 
to visit birdfeeders, orchards and beehives, 
all of which can bring them into conflict 
with humans. According to MassWildlife 
information, bears have good long-term 
memory and can remember the location of 
food sources years after the first visit.

Year-to-date, police receive 16 calls for bears 
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These bear yearlings — which boast GPS tracking devices for wildlife ex- 
perts to keep tabs their whereabouts — are found scavenging in residen- 
tial areas for food. Local and state officials agree that bears are attracted 
to neighborhoods by both bird feeders and unsecured trash. 


As a result, Strong cautioned residents 
against leaving bird feeders in their yards. 
Doing so, she said, creates “an eco-system 
in your back yard. 

“People don’t understand how much wild- 
life it brings,” she said. 

Taylor agreed. “Encountering a bear while 
you're in your own backyard is more or less 
an event that you can avoid — or at least dra- 
matically reduce the risk of — by making sure 
there is no food item in your backyard,” he 
said. Though people try to thwart bears by 
putting bird feeders on clotheslines (so the 
bear has nothing to climb in order to access 
it), the birds drop roughly 25 percent of what 
is actually in the feeder. ““The rest of it falls 
on the ground, which the bears smell from 
far away.” 


Preventing conflicts with bears 

Bears that become accustomed to humans 
and dependent on human-associated foods 
are likely to cause property damage and be- 
come a nuisance. Sometimes it places the 
bear in jeopardy of being destroyed because 
it is no longer afraid of people. 

To prevent a bear from entering your 
yard or neighborhood, take down birdfeed- 
ers before April | and put them back up in 
late November or early December when the 
bears den down for the winter. Be mindful 
that during mild winters, some bears may be 
active year round. 

“This winter, our bears here in town were 


all very quiet,’ Strong said. “We didn’t have 
anybody out being naughty. Last winter, 
none of them seemed to hibernate. They 
were all out and about.” 

She theorized that the bears were quiet 
this winter because they were caring for 
their young. There is at least one bear with 
two cubs living locally, she said. 

“They seem to be milling around and get- 
ting into people’s trash.” 

To prevent their presence, make sure all 
trash is secured in barrels that are put out the 
morning of trash pickup, not the previous 
evening. 

“You always want to be aware [of wild- 
life],” Strong said. “They’re not much of a 
threat unless they feel they have to be de- 
fensive.” 

If you encounter a bear in your neigh- 
borhood, Strong suggests making a lot of 
noise. 

“Usually I tell people to keep an air horn. 
Make noise. Make yourself look bigger than 
you are,” she said. “Let them know that they 
need to stay away from us.” 

Though it’s tempting to stay in a bear’s 
presence long enough to capture a photo, 
Strong said that sends them the message that 
humans are not a threat. 

“T always encourage people to frighten 
them,” she said. “There’s really no reason to 
hurt them; just yelling at them is enough to 
make them go away.” 
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What to do if 
you encounter 
a bear

In Massachusetts, the bear popula- 
tion has been rising steadily over the 
last 10 years with many of those ani- 
mals found right here in Western Mass. 
While the numbers aren’t narrowed 
down to each individual bear, experts 
have estimated their population to be 
at about 3,000, a figure that is dramati- 
cally increasing, said Ralph Taylor, 
district manager for the Connecticut 
Valley Wildlife District. 

The increased number of bears is 
likely due to the number of people who 
feed them inadvertently through bird 
feeders, in addition to their rate of re- 
production, he said. 

There are a number of things resi- 
dents can do to protect themselves if 
they happen upon a bear in their neigh- 
borhood. 

Here are a few tips from the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Fisheries and Wildlife: 

¢ Do not approach bears in the wild. 
Bears will usually flee from people 
and will move away silently. If you ap- 
proach from downwind, a bear may not 
immediately recognize you as a human 
and may be curious until it scents you. 
Make the animal aware of you by clap- 
ping, talking or making other sounds. 

¢ Do not intrude between a female 
bear and her cubs. Black bears almost 
never attack in defense of cubs, but 
your continued presence may be stress- 
ful to the animal. Don’t assume that un- 
accompanied cubs are abandoned and 
handle or capture them. The mother is 
likely to be nearby and will return for 
them. 

e Unless absolutely necessary, do not 
throw food items, packs or other items 
to decoy bears which may approach 
you. This action teaches the animal 
how to get people to give food items 
to it. 

When a bear is reported in a neigh- 
borhood, local and state police depart- 
ments often advise callers to leave the 
animal alone. Pet owners are reminded 
to keep their dogs under control, and 
residents are urged not to follow the 
animal; pursuit not only stresses the 
animal but it adds the risk of having a 
bear chased into traffic or into a group 
of bystanders. In most situations, the 
animal will fade back into the forest.

An additional funding re- 
quest will be submitted to the Community 
Preservation Act Committee later this year. 
In the next couple of months, bid propos- 
als for the restoration and required build- 
ing code requirements will be prepared 
and advertised. Construction could be- 


gin as early as the second quarter in 2012. 
Public input received from the town-wide 
survey and two open houses in 2009, were 
valuable in determining the public use of the 
barn. Some of the ideas were farmers’ mar- 
ket, arts and crafts exhibits, theater produc- 
tions, indoor youth activities, meeting venue, 
and a warming hut for the nearby ice skating 
area. Additional input from town residents 
is always welcome and may be submitted to 
the Town Planning Office.

Historical Assoc. to present ‘Textiles 
and Spinning on the Walking Wheel’ 


AGAWAM - Wool sweaters, hats and mit- 
tens are perhaps the furthest thoughts on our 
minds during the hot humid days of sum- 
mer. Only with the first cool days of fall do 
we begin to think about the need for warm 
clothing. However, living in the 1700’s, 
thoughts of woolen items would begin in 
the spring with the searing of the sheep. 
The sheered wool would be soaked in hot 
water heated over the hearth and scrubbed 
with soap that had been made the previous 
fall at butchering time. Once the wool was 
dried carding paddles with wire teeth would 
be used to remove any tangles or remain- 
ing dirt. Placing a handful of wool between 
the paddles or cards and pulling cross wise 
working back and forth to form a strip of 
wool called roving. 

The wool roving was spun on a Great 
Wheel also called a Walking Wheel. The 
spinner turned the wheel clockwise with her 
right hand while walking backward, drawing 
and twisting the carded wool roving as it slips 
easily through the fingers of her left hand al- 
lowing the spinning action of the wheel to 
form the strand of yarn. Then firmly holding 
the newly formed strand of yarn and a quick 
reverse turn of the wheel she would walk 
forward while winding the newly formed 
yarn onto the spindle. It is said that a spin- 
ner would walk the distance of twenty miles 
while spinning a skein of yarn. 

This style of spinning wheel has been used

SPRINGFIELD — While many look 
forward to and enjoy the few short months 
of summer, it’s often a different story for 
those moms-to-be suffering through the 
sweltering high temperatures of the sum- 
mer. 

“Carrying around extra weight, swell- 
ing, and all the other challenges that preg- 
nancy offers are only exacerbated by the 
hot and humid weather,’ said Dr. Ronald 
Burkman of the Division of Obstetrics 
and Gynecology at Baystate Medical 
Center. 

Burkman, a longtime obstetrician and 
gynecologist, said he gives pregnant 
women the same advice, and more, that 
most doctors offer their patients on how 
to stay healthy in the high heat. 

“Drink plenty of water, reduce your 
activity, stay indoors, and if you don’t 
have air conditioning, then get yourself 
somewhere that does, such as your lo- 
cal library where you can sit and read, or 
visit the mall or movie theater,’ he said. 

“And, if you do go to the mall, try not 
to walk around and around without rest- 
ing in between,” he added. 

The greatest challenge facing pregnant 
women in the summer is the risk of de- 
hydration and heat exhaustion. Moms- 
to-be experience an increased blood flow 
— which is why they feel hotter than usual 
— and, as a result, need to stay well hy- 
drated. 

“Eating plenty of vegetables and fruits, 
which contain water and electrolytes, 
will help guard against dehydration,” said 
Burkman. 

Nausea, dizziness, and fatigue are all 
signs of dehydration. Heat stroke/heat 
exhaustion, which can occur when the 
body overheats and reaches a tempera- 


ture of 101 degrees Fahrenheit or higher, 
is accompanied by confusion, fainting, 
and a rapid pulse. 

“The high heat may also trigger con- 
tractions, however, most of the time these 
contractions are resolved by simply in- 
creasing your fluid intake and resting. If 
they persist...call your doctor immedi- 
ately,” he said. 

According to Burkman, a woman’s 
body during pregnancy often retains about 
15 additional pounds of fluid. On top of 
that, the heat and humidity can cause an 
expectant mom’s body to retain too much 
fluid, resulting in swelling, particularly 
in the legs and feet and sometimes in the 
hands, making it difficult for some to re- 
move a tight ring from their finger. 

When swelling occurs, Burkman ad- 
vises his patients to: reduce, but not to- 
tally eliminate, salt intake; elevate legs 
while resting for 20 to 60 minutes and 
keep legs elevated at night when sleeping 
by placing a pillow or two under them; 
wear comfortable shoes, consider buy- 
ing a pair larger than your others, and try 
supportive stockings or tights; eat foods 
high in potassium such as bananas, while 
avoiding caffeine; and avoid standing for 
long periods of time. 

“Tt 1s especially important for preg- 
nant women who have additional health 
concerns such as high blood pressure, 
diabetes or kidney disease, and who are 
overweight, to stay as cool as possible 
and listen to their doctor’s advice so as 
not to put themselves and their babies at 
risk,” he said.
